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“The Body of Christ—the Church 


By GEORGE E. UNDERWOOD, Pastor, Knoxville (Oakwood), Tennessee 


THERE HAS BEEN much taught and preached 

about the Church. I want to deal with the subject 

in the light of the Scriptures. All of us have our 
rights in thinking, but if we do not think right, it is not 
profitable. Many times, Christians are not blessed of the 
Lord as He would like to bless them because they have a 
belief that the Bible does not support. To get the real un- 
derstanding of the Scripture on the Body of Christ, the 
Church, you may have to discard that belief and look at 
it in the light of the Bible. 

The Church is the body of Christ, and God has placed 
each Christian in his proper place in the Church. Each 
member has his office, and if he will serve to please God 
and to edify the Church, the body will be strong and 
healthy. The Church is no stronger than its members. If 
the members fail to operate and to keep the body healthy, 
it will suffer. It is necessary that each member fill the 
office in which God has placed him. Perhaps one mem- 
ber has an outstanding office, while another has an office 
which does not seem to be so important; yet no one can 
say that he has no need of the other. 

Paul, in 1 Corinthians 12:14-18, tells us of the body of 
Christ and how important each member of the body is 
to the other. Paul states: “The body is not one member, 
but many. If the foot shall say, Because I am not the 
hand, I am not of the body; is it therefore not of the 
body? And if the ear shall say, Because I am not the eye, 
I am not of the body; is it therefore not of the body? If 
the whole body were an eye, where were the hearing? If 
the whole were hearing, where were the smelling? But 
now hath God set the members every one of them in 
the body, as it hath pleased him.” 

Each member is necessary to the body, whether it be a 
small member or a large member; each has its place in 
supporting the body. Even the member that may seem to 
be the most feeble is necessary. Many persons seem to 
think that unless a member has a great, outstanding 
manifestation or gift, he is not an important member. It 
takes all the members of the body to make up the Church 
and without that small member playing his part in the 
body, the whole body is weakened. 

The body of a human, like the body of the Church, is 
composed of both small and large members. No matter 
how large a member is, he cannot say he has no need 
of the small member. Some members of the Church seem 
to think, “My, if I were not around, what would the 
church be?” Have you ever asked yourself how large you 
would be if it were not for the small member that helps 
make up the strength of the body? If it had not been for 
some of the so-called smaller members of the body 


ire ave boon the stronger members, perhaps they would 


ot have been so strong in the Church. 
Even if God has set you in the Church as a strong 
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member, and you are called to preach, to help many 
souls to be saved and filled with the Holy Ghost, and you 
have power through Jesus’ name to cast out devils and to 
heal the sick; you will not be able to accomplish that 
work without the smaller members of the body support- 
ing you with their prayers, songs, music, money, and tal- 
ents to help you carry on a great ministry. Have you ev- 
er stopped to think that it takes every member to make 
up the body of Christ, and if you are getting souls saved 
and healed, it is because other members who may seem 
to be less important are helping you to carry on your min- 
istry. If every member of the body were strong spiritually, 
there would be no need for the ministry. The ministry is 
for the perfection of the saints or the Church. Each mem- 
ber has his place in the Church, and the purpose of the 
ministry is to perfect the body of Christ—the Church. 

1 Corinthians 12:27, “Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular.” We are not just a member of 
the body of Christ because God had no other place to put 
us, but rather, we are set in the body as it pleased God. 
Let us see what classes God has set in the Church. 1 Cor- 
inthians 12:28, “And God hath set some in the church, 
first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues.” 

Can you see that any one gift is more important than 
another? Which would be greatest, to be an apostle, a 
prophet, a teacher, or to have the gift of miracles or heal- 
ing. Not too many persons think the gift to help is very 
important. What could any minister do without helpers 
to sing, to teach, to help build churches and parsonages, 
to help buy tents, to help pay for the radio and television 
programs, and to help in many other ways to keep the 
ministry of the Church going? 

What would a church be without a pastor; what would 
a pastor be without helpers; and what would a Church be 
without government? If there are gifts of miracles, heal- 
ing, and faith, there are also gifts of helps and govern- 
ments. Thank God for members who have the office or 
gift of authority to guide and govern us. Let those who 
are gifted to perform miracles and healing do all they 
can in the ministry, but let none of them decide that 
they do not have to depend on those who have the gifts of 
helps to he!p them. It takes those with the ministry of 
salvation, and the ministry of healing to cause the Church 
to grow, and it takes the pastor and teachers to keep 
the church fed. Thank God for the ministry of salvation 
and healing, and thank God for the gifts of helps and 
government! If all of these members work in order as 
God has set them in the Church, there will be no schism 
in the body. Each will have honor and will care one for 
another.

ness, or bliss. Longsuffering is long and patient 
endurance of offense. Gentleness is a state of being gen- 
tle, wellborn, honorable, chivalrous, tamed, or moderate. 
Goodness is excellence or virtue. Faith is complete confi- 
dence. Meekness is mildness of temper, patience under 
injuries, or kindness. Temperance is habitual moderation 
in the indulgence of the appetites and passions. 

Fruit is the product or result of work, training, reward, 
outcome, or consequence. Produce is anything that is pro- 
duced as by generation (a state in the succession of 
natural descent), growth, labor, or thought. Result is to 
proceed, spring, or arise—to terminate, to end. Therefore, 
fruit is anything which is produced by natural descent. 
We are the sons of God through Jesus Christ. 

As a descendant of God through Jesus we must produce 
His fruit—His love as portrayed when He wept over Je- 
rusalem; His joy as he rode among the throng toward 
that city; His longsuffering as he freely forgave and es- 
tablished the goings of blundering Peter; His goodness or 
virtue as He forgave the adulterous woman; His faith as 
He said, “Lazarus, come forth”; His meekness, as He 


Ve RIEFLY, LOVE IS a feeling of strong personal at- 
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opened not His mouth before the shearers; His temper- 
ance in establishing not only good health habits but a 
pattern in fasting and prayer for us to follow. 


Fruit is the product of growth. No young tree, or @ 
i 


if you like, fresh out of the ground, can produce fruit 
the same season or day it bursts forth. Often it is years 
before the tree or vine, depending on the rapidity of its 
growth and its nature, produces its first fruit. 

Fruit is the product of labor or work. It can be said that 
the fruit of the Spirit is the product of exertion, toil, and 
mental labor on the part of the individual in and through 
the Spirit (Holy Ghost). 

Note that fruit is singular in Galatians 5:22, and there- 
fore, it is one composite unit containing love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, goodness, faith, meekness, and temper- 
ance. Have you ever tried to eat a piece of cake from 
which the cook left the baking powder or put in too much 
salt? Were you embarrassed because you had to leave 
most of it and explain that you had already eaten too 
much and could not enjoy any more? When the baker 
changed the recipe, it ceased to be cake in the finest 
sense of the word. Like a recipe, add something or take 
out one ingredient from the fruit of the Spirit and it 
ceases to be fruit. 


TRAINING IS THE ACT, process, or method 
of one who trains. The Holy Ghost (Spirit) is the Chris- 
tian’s master Teacher. The fruit is a direct result of this 
act, process, or method of training. One can never pro- 
duce anything of real value unless he is willing to under- 
go a period of training, instruction, reproof, and testing, 
in the field in which he is interested. The Spirit must 
train one to produce fruit that contains equal quanti- 
ties of all the necessary ingredients. 

A reward is that which is given in return for good or 
evil done or received. The result of the rewards of the 
Spirit are determined by the ingredients of the fruit. 
Since one is rewarded for evil as well as good, the reward 
of the natural withdrawing of love, when hate is por- 
trayed, completely paralyzes the service of the other in- 
gredients. Spiritual paralysis occurs when one removes 
from the fruit any one of the ingredients. All are familiar 
with the nature of physical paralysis as seen in people 
suffering from stroke. Doubtlessly you have noticed the 
varying losses of function experienced by such a one. 
Some are paralyzed a little only losing the use of one arm 
or leg, but, have you followed the life of the one suffering 
in this way? Sooner or later there is another stroke, 
more loss of function; possibly another, and then death. 
How many of us are functioning with one arm only be- 
cause we left out love, or joy, or peace, or longsuffer- 
ing, or gentleness, or goodness, or faith, or meekness, or 
temperance. Is it possible that the paralysis has pro- 
gressed until we no longer function at all, but we drift 
along on the strength of others and do not have anything 
we can offer to the multitudes who are begging our help? 
The remainder ceases to be fruit when one ingredient, 
such as faith, is taken away or scorn instead of gentle- 
ness is added. 

Outcome is a flowing out. Hence, the fruit of the Spirit 
is the product of the flowing out or outcome of the Spirit. 
Jesus told the Samaritan woman that He would give to 
her wells of living water. When one has a constant out- 
flowing as well as an inflowing of the Spirit, a feeling of 
strong personal attachment for each individual, gladness, 


delight, happiness, bliss; patient endurance of offence

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OUR WORK IN NIGERIA 


In a recent letter received from Brother Mooneyham, 
our Superintendent in Nigeria, we were thrilled with the 
following report. 


“Thanks for your letter of July 13. When a person is in 
the States he may not realize so much just what a letter 
will do for a person on the mission field. It is highly ap- 
preciated and makes us feel that we are not in the battle 
alone. To have the contact makes us feel the fellowship. 
May God continue to bless the Church of God and its of- 
ficials, as well as each particular member. 

“Every month and week and day we can see a steady 
progress. It makes us rejoice to see how the Spirit of God 
takes over when we come to the end of our resources and 
have done all that is humanly possible with no visible re- 
sults. Then we marvel to stand still and see the salvation 
of the Lord. In short, God is crowning our work in Nigeria 
with multiplied blessings. 

“On June 26 one of the District Pastors and I baptized 
87 in water, and I set 4 churches in order. It would have 
thrilled your heart to hear many of them testify. Some 
testified of having been delivered from witchcraft; some 
of having been delivered from sorcery; some from evil 
practices, and many testified to divine healing. 

“Many in every direction are calling for us to come. As 
time permits and God gives us grace and strength, we are 
making the contacts. 

“On July 5, I began the Bible School. All of our twenty- 
five ministers are required to attend. We have school four 
hours a day four days a week—Tuesday through Friday. 
I take the English-speaking students; Sunday Umoh 
takes the Efik-speaking ones for some of the classes; then 
I take all of them part of the time and have him inter- 
pret. I have planned for two six-month terms, which will 
take us to the last of June 1956. 


“The list of courses for the first term of Bible School is 
as follows: 1. Old Testament Survey 2. Homiletics 3. Per- 
sonal Evangelism 4. Teacher-Training 5. Pastoral Studies 
6. Plan of Redemption 7. Church of God Teachings, Sun- 
day School, and Y.P.E. Organization. 

“For the second term we plan for: 1. New Testament 
Survey 2. Harmony of the Gospels 3. Homiletics II 4. Epis- 
tles 5. Introduction to Prophecy. 

“The churches as well as the ministers are realizing the 
benefit of the Bible School in more ways than one. In 
feeling their responsibility while the preacher is away, it 
is helping the church members to become stronger 
through service. Also, the benefit they derive from the 
ministry of a more able minister gives them a double 


ortion.”

MIRACLES IN BRAZIL 


By C. MATHILDA PAULSEN, Missionary 

“First, let me tell you of God’s healing in just two or 
three cases. One of the Christians in Sta. Teresa was 
bitten by a very poisonous snake, called a jarraracacu. 
In a little while his leg had swelled so badly that it filled 
the trouser leg, and he was suffering much. The whole 
family got together and began to cry earnestly to God. 
They live miles from the city; they would have had to go 
by horseback to get help, as they do not have a good 
road or auto transportation. By the time help could come, 
he would have, in all probability, been gone. God heard 
their cries and healed the boy. 

“A couple of weeks ago in a place called Barra Alegre, 
another Christian was bitten by a diamond rattler snake. 
God heard in this case, too, and he was very wonderfully 
healed. 

“A third case—Bro. Antonio Coelho in Uberlandia was 
working and when he picked up some things, a snake 
bit him on the hand. He shook it off, and the others want- 
ed to go and get help, but he cried out to God and said,

A wonderful period in the history of American Christianity 


led, for the most part, by laymen. One of the many 

results of this spiritual quickening over the eastern 
half of the nation was the organization of a new Y.M.C.A. 
in Chicago which took charge of noonday prayer meet- 
ings during January, 1858. Dwight L. Moody who later be- 
came one of America’s greatest evangelists was one of 
the leaders of these prayer services. 


Evangelistic Team 

Following his religious work among the soldiers of the 
Civil War, Mr. Moody met Ira D. Sankey at an inter- 
national Y.M.C.A. convention in Indianapolis held in 1870. 
The two became an evangelistic team—Moody, the preach- 
er, and Sankey, the singer. Their first revival meetings to- 
gether were held in Great Britain in 1873. After two years 
of evangelistic work there, it is said that 2,500,000 people 
attended the various services held over the nation, and 
that converts were numbered by the thousands. 

When these two men left America for Great Britain 
they were practically unknown. However, the news of 
their success across the seas preceded their return, and 
invitations to hold revival meetings came to them from 
many cities. They decided to hold their first campaign in 
Brooklyn, which began on October 24, 1875. The Brooklyn 
Rink, which seated 5,000, was filled to capacity every 
night. Overflow meetings were necessary. Two thou- 
sand converts were reported. 

From November 1876 to the next January, Moody and 
Sankey conducted a revival in Philadelphia. The meetings 
were held in the old Pennsylvania freight depot which 
was fitted up for the services, and which seated 10,000. It 
is reported that 900,000 attended all the services and that 
there were 4,000 converts. 

New York City was the third city visited. The revival 
was held in the “Hippodrome” and lasted over two 
months. In those days revival meetings lasted for two 
months, and even longer. 


Evangelistic Fervor 

Chicago was the next city visited by this illustrious 
team. A special tabernacle was built which seated about 
10,000 and the revival continued for over three months. 
The historians say, “There were thousands of professed 
conversions. Among them were many reclaimed drunk- 
ards, gamblers and those of depraved habits, both men 
and women.” Boston came next; the revival there began 
in January, 1877. A huge brick tabernacle with a seating 
capacity of 8,000 was built. Not only was Boston itself re- 
ligiously stirred, but all New England felt the influence of 
the new spiritual life which had quickened the capital of 
the Bay State. 


SJ HE “REVIVAL OF 1857-58,” was a praying revival 
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These remarkable revivals brought an incoming re- 
ligious tide of evangelistic fervor and power in smaller 
cities and even in rural communities across the nation. 
Union revivals using the familiar Moody-Sankey hymns 
and also following their methods were held by others. 

Moody and Sankey conducted one of their greatest 
revivals in Baltimore in 1879. St. Louis was next. As a re- 
sult of the revival there, the Protestant Churches were re- 
vived and strengthened. Then came a visit to the Pacific 
Coast in 1880-81. Afterwards these two men held many 
threeday meetings, which were preceded or followed by the 
efforts of other evangelists and workers. In this way a 
large number of smaller cities were visited and the work 
of the churches thereby strengthened. 


Campaign at World’s Fair 


PERHAPS ONE of the most effective evange- 
listic campaigns ever conducted by Moody was in connec- 
tion with the Chicago World’s Fair in 1893. He seized the 
opportunity to preach to the throngs who came to visit 
the fair. The city was divided into three sections—the 
Chicago Avenue Church on the north, the First Congre- 
gational Church on the west, and the Immanuel Baptist 
Church on the south. Other buildings were secured in oth- 
er parts of the city, tents were erected and meetings were 
held also in the open air. On several Sunday mornings 
during the fair, Mr. Moody rented the huge circus tent, 
which seated 10,000. It was filled at every service! 

Mr. Moody’s last evangelistic campaign was conducted 
in Kansas City. It was held in Convention Hall which 
seated 15,000. This was in November, 1899. For two or 
three days Moody preached with his usual vigor and pow- 
er. But very early in the revival he was advised by his 
physician to quit because of illness. He did so, and re- 
turned at once to his home in Northfield. In a little 
while after his return, in the presence of his wife and 
children, he peacefully fell asleep. In his last moments he 
exclaimed, “It is my coronation day. Earth is receding and 
heaven opening. God is calling me. Is it dying? It is sweet. 
There is no valley here. I have been within the gates.” 


A Million Converted 

Gamaliel Bradford, writing on the life of Moody, says: 
“D. L. Moody was an immense, magnificent agency for 
bringing men to God .. . he worked in his own way with 
a tremendous, tireless zeal to supply the greatest need of 
his country and the world.” Moody himself says of this 
need, “I do not know of anything that America needs 
more today than men and women on fire with the fire of 


heaven.” Bradford also says of him, “in his evangelist

ing God, in loving rebuke unto His disciples 

yes, His disciples whom He had given power over 
all unclean spirits and over all the power of the enemy. 
Luke 10:19, “Behold, I give unto you power to tread on 
serpents and scorpions, and over all the power of the en- 
emy: and nothing shall by any means hurt you.” Yet, in 
three different instances, one or all of the disciples were 
faced with failure and were powerless, to a great degree, 
because of unbelief and doubt. They even ask Jesus in 
Matthew 17:19, “Why could not we cast him (the demon) 
out?” Jesus said, “Because of your unbelief.” 


Unbelief can enter into the heart of one of God’s chil- 
dren, but it should not do so, for Paul, under the inspir- 
ation of the Holy Ghost, wrote a warning note in He- 
brews 3:12, “Take heed, brethern, lest there be in any of 
you an evil heart of unbelief, in departing from the liv- 


ing God.” 

Unbelief can be created by doubt, for to doubt is to 
fear, to be uncertain; to lack security in a place, thing, 
or individual—as even God or Jesus the Son of God. The 
channel for doubt in our hearts is due to lack of reading, 
studying, and knowing God’s Word; lack of earnest prayer 
and lack of being led by the Spirit of the Living God 
which, when exercised, produces faith in God—faith that 
engenders Holy boldness and surmounts any fear of man 
that one may have. Mark 11:22, “Have faith in God.” 


“Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God,” Romans 10:17. Where there is faith (divine confi- 
dence) there is no room for doubt, and where there is no 
doubt, there is no unbelief or lack of trust. 


How wonderful it is to put aside unbelief and have 
faith in God—not to look at things after the natural eye 
of man, but to see beyond the things that are natural; 
to have perfect knowledge in the heart and mind that 
there is nothing impossible with God; that He holds the 
universe in His hands and the fulness thereof is His; and 
that by the Lord were all things created. Notice Colossians 


Al BOVE ARE the words of Jesus, the Son of the liv- 
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1:16; and John 1:3. David by the Holy Ghost further re- 
veals in Psalms 50:10-12, “For every beast of the forest is 
mine, and the cattle upon a thousand hills.” I know all 
the fowls of the mountains: and the wild beasts of the 
field are mine. If I were hungry, I would not tell thee: 
for the world is mine and the fulness thereof.” David as- 
serts great faith when he utters in Psalms 37:25, “I have 
been young, and now am old; yet have I not seen the 
righteous forsaken, nor his seed begging bread.” How 
wonderful! what a blessed thought! Think—so many of 
God’s dear children doubt, have fear, mistrust God’s abili- 
ty, and become afflicted with an evil heart of unbelief in 
departing from the living God. 


SO MANY LOSE out with God, because of 
the fear of what man will think. What will husband 
think; wife think; family think? Then they allow them- 
selves to become so occupied with earthly things and 
earthly ties, that they feel that they have no time to read 
the Bible; have no time to really pray through; have no 
time to attend prayer meetings; have no time for re- 
vivals and, only occassionly, have time to attend Sunday 
School. What a sad picture—soon they are possessed with 
an evil heart of unbelief. 

In Matthew 6:33 Jesus said, “But seek ye first the King- 
dom of God, and His righteousness, and all these things 


(food, clothing, money, enjoyable times, shelter) shall” 


be added unto you” (not maybe—not a hope so—but a 
definite, positive shall be). In John 15:5b He said, “with- 
out me you can do nothing.” (That is, nothing that is 
really profitable for both soul and body with eternal 
glory.) 

In Luke 12:32 He also said, “Fear not, little flock; for 
it is your Father’s good pleasure (delight of His heart) 
to give you the kingdom” (all that is in the kingdom). In 
Philippians 4:6, 7 Paul (writing in the Holy Ghost) said, 
“Be careful for nothing (do not be overanxious; do not 
worry; do not fret; do not vex yourselves); but in every 
thing by prayer and supplication with thanksgiving (wi 
a demostration of gratitude) let your requests be mad

known unto God (not to man). And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” (He will keep them 
from the evil of unbelief and doubt.) Often these vexing 
doubts not only cause you to depart from a living God, 
but they also cause physical diseases such as ulcers of the 
stomach, loss of partial hearing, sight, et cetera. 

Yes, “without faith it is impossible to please him,” He- 
brews 11:6. So let us not allow anything that will destroy 
our faith in God or fill our hearts with doubt and unbe- 
lief. Truly God wants us to be concerned about our fam- 
ilies, children, jobs, country, et cetera, but let us take 
time to be holy for in Hebrews 12:14 Paul wrote, “Follow 
peace with all men, and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord.” To men or woman that have no time 
for God—a time will come when God will not have time 
for them. “The Lord is with you, while ye be with him; 
and if ye seek him, he will be found of you; but if ye 
forsake him, he will forsake you,” 2 Chronicles 15:2b. 

Food for the soul, which is the Word of God, comes 
first. “Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God,” Matthew 
4:4. Job said, “I have esteemed the words of his mouth 
more than my necessary food,” Job 23:12b. 

Put the water of life first for the thirsty soul. “But 
whosoever drinketh of the water that I give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I shall give him shall be 
in him a well of water, springing up into everlasting life,” 
John 4:14. God surely promises bread and water to the 
righteous. Read Isaiah 33:15, 16, and this can apply ma- 
terially as well as spiritually. Dowbt not in your heart, 
but believe. “All things are possible to them that believe.” 
It is impossible for God to lie, so it should not be hard to 
trust in His Word, and to know that He is real. Notice, 
“In hope of eternal life, which God, that cannot lie, prom- 
ised before the world began,” Titus 1:2; “That by two 
immutable things, in which it was impossible for God to 
lie . . .” Hebrews 6:18. He faileth not, Deuteronomy 
31:6-8. He “fainteth not; neither is weary,” Isaiah 40:28. 
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“He will not do iniquity, Zephaniah 3:5. He changeth not, 
Malachi 3:6.

a tamed, moderate attitude under all circumstance; ex- 
cellence, virtue, complete confidence in God and man; 
mildness of temper, patience under injuries; kindness, 
and the habitual moderation in the indulgence of the 
appetites and passions good fruit is the natural result. 


CONSEQUENCE IS that which follows some- 
thing on which it depends. The result of following the 
Spirit, on which a devout Christian must depend, pro- 
duces a continual and lasting portrayal of the fruit of 
the Spirit. 

“For the fruit of the Spirit is all goodness and right- 
eousness and truth.” For the fruit of the Spirit is all ex- 
cellence and virtue. It (the fruit not the individual) is 
the quality or state of being all righteous. It is a glorious 
thought to understand that one can show forth the fruit 
which is all righteousness, this being a description of the 
fruit. It is all truth. Truth means the quality of being 
true, factual, correct—not erroneous. These are very beau- 
tiful descriptions given to the fruit of the Spirit. 

We sing “let the beauty of Jesus be seen in me” and 
then hide that beauty with hate, malice, temper tantrums, 
surfeiting, unbelief, doubt, and even feuds among co- 
workers and friends. Give the fruit a chance to grow. It 
is no difficult matter to love one’s enemies; be glad and 
joyous of accomplishments through the Spirit; love and 
promote peace; be longsuffering without rebuke; be gen- 
tle in our attitudes toward all men; be an example of 
real goodness or virtue; have faith and receive what we 
ask of God; be meek and mild of temper; and be tem- 
perate in our habits. The only thing necessary to do all 
of this is complete dedication to God. Did not Paul be- 
seech us, “present your body a living sacrifice unto God”? 
Do not go back to the altar tomorrow or next week and 
take your life as a living sacrifice from Him before it has 
time to grow and produce fruit. 

You may not produce the largest apple in the world to- 
morrow, but you can produce a small one with the same 
ingredients, and before long all those around you will be 
striving hard to produce one as large as yours.

ministry he converted over a million souls to Christ and 
the Church.” Henry Drummond declared that “Moody 
was the greatest man this century had produced.” 

Moody was the first great evangelist in America to 
build large tabernacles. He placed great emphasis on a 
big organization in the large cities for his meetings. Being 
a layman and a former business man, he knew the value 
of a thorough organization to achieve a larger evangelism. 
Other evangelists, who followed much the same methods 
later on were Sam Jones, Billy Sunday, R. A. Torrey, J. 
Wilbur Chapman, and Charles G. Finney. 

Founded Schools 

One of the greatest things that Dwight L. Moody ever 
did was to found the schools at Northfield, Massachusetts. 
In November, 1879, Northfield Seminary was opened. This 
school was designed to furnish a Christian education for 
young women. In 1881, Moody began the Mount Hermon 
School for boys. These Schools, as in the past, are doing 
a great work today. The Moody Bible Institute in Chicago 
was founded by this intrepid evangelist in 1889. 

God used Dwight L. Moody as His instrument for the 
spiritual quickening of the churches; for the enlistment 
of ministers and laymen in a united evangelistic crusade; 
for the conversion of many and toward the evangelization 
of America.

Heaven grows more inviting as an- 
other of our friends makes the cross- 
ing. This is certainly so with the writ- 
er in connection with Brother Clyde 
Pennington, 55, who passed away July 
11 at the Memorial Hospital in Prince- 
ton, West Virginia, as a result of a 
heart attack. Brother Pennington was 
a charter member of the Church of 
God in Princeton and during most of 
its history until the time of his death 
he held the clerkship of the church. 
His devoted service as clerk and his 
faithfulness as a member endeared 
him to his pastors and fellow mem- 
bers in the church. During a five-year 
period as pastor of the church, the 
writer enjoyed the closest of friend- 
ship with Brother Pennington— 
a friendship that never diminished.

We thank God for the three previous 
World Conferences and are conscious 
that in this fourth conference the 
Spirit of Christ has drawn us closer 
in heart than ever before. The unity 
of the spirit has been felt as a divine 
reality, and we believe that on this 
basis we can press forward to a great- 
er realization of the unity of the faith 
and a healing of those divisions that 
are a source of weakness before oth- 
ers.

NEW MISSION STATION SET UP 
IN DUTCH NEW GUINEA (EP) 

The Unevangelized Fields Mission 
has established a new mission station 
in Shangri-la, Dutch New Guinea. 
Announcement of the new station was 
confirmed by missionary J. M. Veld- 
huis, director of an expeditionary 
force sent into the jungle area about 
Archbold Lake by the mission earlier 
this year. 

Veldhuis reported on May 30: 
“Much successful contact has been 
made with the natives on all sides of 


the Archbold Camp who continue to 
prove friendly. We now have four mis- 
sionaries at the Lake and within an- 
other two or three weeks we are trust- 
ing to have two more, making a total 
of six men as our occupying force. 
We maintain radio contact with the 
Lake twice daily during these initial 
consolidating times.” 

Behind this brief report is a re- 
markable story of modern missionary 
heroism and devotion to the cause of 
Christ.

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CONVICT PAINTS THE

neering in Pacific spheres for 22 years. 
As God has given men and means, 
surveys, stations and churches have 
followed rapidly. The new station has 
been established in an area where no 
missionary has ever entered, and 
probably only one group of white men 
—a scientific party in pre-war days— 
has ever trod. 

At the invitation of the Dutch 
United Mission in 1951, UFM entered 
Dutch New Guinea. A base at Hol- 
landia was erected and a “stepping 
stone area” station named Sengge, an 
half-hour flight inland, was occupied 
where a fruitful spiritual work among 
the Papuans was developed. 

Meanwhile, plans for aerial surveys 
were studied and with the extension 
of the Christian and Missionary Al- 
liance to that part of Dutch New 
Guinea and the availability of various 
commercial and mission planes, the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance 
“Sealand” Amphibian and the Mis- 
sionary Aviation Fellowship small 
planes were secured to carry out a 
small number of surveys of the inland. 
Weather and other conditions some- 
times interfered with the programs, 
but resulting from the July 27, 1954, 
survey of regions adjacent to the fam- 
ous Baliem Valley, 170 miles south- 
west of Hollandia in the very moun- 
tainous heart of the territory, the 
Home Council felt led of God to plan 
a ground reconnaissance of the Habli- 
foerie River Valley which lies just 
across the range from Baliem Vailey. 


Missionary Veldhuis was chosen to 
direct the expeditionary force. Other 
members of the party included: Rus- 
sell Bond of New Zealand and Fred 
Dawson of West Australia. Their car- 
riers were fifteen Christian men and 
a married couple from Sengge. Great 
care and prayer marked the intense 
preparations of the last three months. 
Foodstuff, tropic-proofed tents, med- 
ical kits, radio transmitter, etc., had 
been accumulated. The carriers were 
medically examined by the Govern- 
ment doctor, having already trekked 
13 days to reach the Hollandia Base. 
The presence of a woman indicated 
to hostile natives the party’s peaceful 
purpose. Constant radio contact with 
the coast was maintained. 


From Lebanon evangelicals report 
that a genuine revival has broken out 
in the predominantly Moslem student 
body at the American University, 
Beirut. Some 250 decisions for Christ 
were reported among the 3,000 who 
attended special meetings. 
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
